CHICAGO, July 17. 


Recent telegrams are to the effect 


that the Indians are moving on Med- 
icine Bow station, on the Union 
Pacific Railroad, almost due south of 
Fort Fetterman, it is supposed for 
purpose of capturing or destrojing 
the supplies which have been re- 
cently placed there in large quanti- 
ties by the Government, there being 
50,000 rounds of amunition there 
among other things. A very small 
force of Indiana conld seize and des- 
troy these stores. Their destruction 
at this time would seriously damage 
military operations against the In 
dianR. It is supposed that the chief 
of the hostile Indians is Sitting 
Bull of the Red Cloud Agency, who 
visited Washington about a year and 
a half ago, when he was presented 
•with a rifle by General Grant, on 
account of the great bravery he had 
displayed a short time before 
checking the attack on the whites 
connected with that agency; but it if 
not the case, there being two chiefs 
by that name.

S. K. EAKBEK, SWOKN, said, Know

eld b} Mr. Lemmous, who came to 
my house at Peavine three miles 
rom the junction, and said that Mr. 
Miller was killed and that Geo. De- 
iong wanted to see me; I went to 
the junction and found DeLong in 
be barroom; arrested him; brought 
urn to Reno, ami delivered him over 
.o Sheriff Jones; DeLong told me he 
lid the killing; that Miller threaten- 
ed to lasso him and tie him to the 
jorn of a saddle and "snake" him 
around; that when he struck him he 
was attempting to throw a rope over 
him; I Aid not see any rope; he 
struck him with an ax; did not see 
the body; he said he struck Miller 
three times. 


MKS OLIVII MILLER, SWOBS, said, 


Am wife of Samuel Miller; was at 
the Junction House at time of kill- 
ing; did not see it; happened about 
8 o'clock; Miller came home from 
Reno with his horse and told DeLong 
to picket the horse; DeLong did not 
answer; Miller called him many 
names and said he would take a lass- 
rope and pull his neck off; Miller 
went a little ways with the horse and 
then came back, and said he wanted 
to keep the horse near the house for 
fear that DeLong would steal it; he 
did not tie the horse but got off; he 
called DeLong more names; I went 
in the houpe then ami do not know 
anything further; I did not see Mil- 
ler again; when I went into the house 
did not see DeLong; saw DeLong 
riding the horse going to Lemmon's; 
went after him; went to the Peavine 
road, a little below; he came back 
alone; he didu't speak to me except 


not get into the saddle quickly ; he 
did not fall, but (taggered; was in 
the saddle the last time I saw him; 
think the killing happened at 8 
o'clock; he came from Reno at 7% 
o'clock, and sat inside the house 
with me a good while. 


DB. DAWSOK BWOBN said, Exam- 


ined deceased; found 8 or 9 distinct 
wounds about the skull; had appear- 
ance of being made with dull instru- 
ment; either one of five of the blows 
would have caused death. 


W. E. LEMMONB BWOBN said, First 


heard of killing 15 minutes after" 8 
on the evening of the 15th; DeLong 
came to my place and said he wanted 
four or five men to go to junction; 
said a little accident had happened 
to Sam Miller; he had a row with 
him anil hit him on head with ax; 
he struck him with the back of the 
ax; DeLong started back to junction 
where three of us followed; two 
caught up with him when within 
half a mile of junction; Mrs. Miller 
was crying and DeLong and she 
were walking along hand in hand; 
DeLong told us to go to junction; 
told us where to find the body, say- 
ing it was close to the well; waited 
at junction until he came; Mrs. 
Miller went to the house; saw Mr. 
Miller; then Ben Hill and myself 
west to Poe City; got Mr. Barber 
and several other men and went back 
to junction; Barber arrested DeLong 
and took him to Reno; did not see 
rope; aaw ax; do not think could 
identify it; DeLong said Millor was 
rither drunk; that Miller asked him. 
to stake his horse out; DeLong said 
it was too late; Miller then went and 
got lasso and threatened to lasso 
DeLong and "snake" him around;

187G, in the county aforesaid, by 
blows from an ax, said blows being 
upon the head, and said ax being IB 
the hands of George DeLong, all of 
which we duly certify by this inqui- 
sition in writing, signed by ns, this 
16th day of July, 1876.
